After town councillors 
publicly criticized Parks 
Canada for its lack of com¬ 
munication about two con¬ 
certs planned to take place 
in Niagara-on-the-Lake 
this summer, they were 
informed by town staff that 
discussions about the 
events first took place last 
October. 

Councillor Martin Mazza 
says he doesn’t like “the 
bad rap” Parks Canada offi¬ 


cials received at last week’s 
council meeting, when 
Councillor Gary Zalepa Jr. 
said he was "appalled” by 
the lack of consultation. 

Lord Mayor Dave Eke 
also said he was surprised 
by the announcements of 
two concerts to take place 
at Buder’s Barracks and 
suggested Parks Canada 
needed to improve its com¬ 
munication with the 
municipality. 

But an e-mail council¬ 
lors received after the coun¬ 
cil meeting detailed a Navy 
Hall meeting last October 
that included town staff, 
along with Parks Canada 
officials, the Chamber of 
Commerce and concert 
promoters. 

Mazza says it’s his under¬ 
standing that staff advice to 
Parks Canada officials last 
fall was that it was unnec¬ 
essary to include council in 


the discussions at early 
stages, but that advertise¬ 
ments for the concerts 
began appearing without 
notice last month, before 
councillors were made 
aware of the arrangements. 

“It’s not Parks Canada 
that should be blamed for 
lack of communication,” 
said Mazza, “it’s town 
staff.” 

One councillor also said 
he was concerned about 
costs for the concert that 
might be borne by town 
taxpayers, but during that 
initial meeting, Mazza said, 
concert promoter Elliott 
Lefko offered to put money 
up front to cover any costs 
to the municipality associ¬ 
ated with the events. 

While some town coun¬ 
cillors also have concerns 
about the noise and traffic 
caused by the two concerts, 
which are expected to 


attract thousands of young 
people to the Commons 
this summer, Mazza wel¬ 
comes the influx with open 

The eclectic lineup, 
which includes a variety of 
genres from rock to hip 
hop, is aimed at a younger 
demographic than Niagara- 
on-the-Lake usually 
attracts, but he sees that as 
a bonus that can only help 
boost tourism in the long- 

Since the announce¬ 
ments, Jarred Picher, Parks 
Canada’s superintendent of 
historic sites, has contacted 
members of council and 
offered to speak with them 
personally about any con¬ 
cerns they might have, said 
Mazza, who took Picher up 
on his offer last Thursday, 
and was impressed by the 
planning that has gone into 
the events so far. 


While Mazza agrees with 
other council members that 
these concerts won’t attract 
the usual tourists who come 
to NOIL, he disagrees that 
they won't add to die town's 
economy. 

Last summer, he knew of 
people attending the 
Tragically Hip concert who 
stayed at bed and break¬ 
fasts. Two couples ordered 
meals from his Virgil pizze¬ 
ria—and they couldn’t have 
been the only concert 
attendees to eat in town, he 
said. 

"These concerts will 
provide an economic ben¬ 
efit to NOTL. Even if the 
young people who come to 
town just go to the concerts 
and nowhere else, I’m con¬ 
fident they will return to 
NOTL at some time. While 
there maybe some concern 
about noise or parking, it’s 
just two days out of the 


summer, and In my opin¬ 
ion any negative impact is 
minimal compared to the 
positive impact for the 
future," said Mazza. 

“I believe the people 
who are organizing these 
concerts handled the issues 
pretty well last year, and 
will do an even better job 
this year. They have the 
expertise to improve on any 
issues that are brought to 
their attention to make 
these successful, viable 
events.” 

Last summer’s Tragically 
Hip concert at Butler’s 
Barracks was always 
intended as a pilot project, 
says Picher. 

It was thought of as an 
innovative way to invite 
Canadians to a national 
historic site, and expose 
them to Canadian history.

The local hospital review 
committee chose their 
March deadline to tie in with 
the opening of the new hos¬ 
pital as the time when the 
province would most likely 
announce its plans for the 
NOTL site to close, as rec¬ 
ommended by Dr. Kevin 
Smith in his report on the 
Niagara Health System. 

But Maria Bau-Coote, 


director of the local family 
health team and chair of the 
hospital committee, says 


there is still no word regard¬ 
ing the closure of the NOTL 
site. 

The community-driven 
committee is looking at two 
areas—the future delivery of 
community health-care ser¬ 
vices, and the fate of NOTL’s 
current hospital site. 

Their early discussions 
included whether there are 
private companies or public 
agencies that could use the 
beds to offer long term or 
respite care, and whether the 
Wellington St. facility could 
or should continue to offer 
diagnostic services, labora¬ 


tory, X-ray and ultrasound 
departments—services that 
all residents could benefit 
from, not just those who are 
patients of the local family 
health team doctors who 
have offices in town. 

The committee went 
looking for data that would 
help them understand how 
much it costs to maintain the 
building, and the practicality 
of offering long-term or pal¬ 
liative care. 

“We're still gathering 
information, and talking to 
different people to educate 
us about some possible sce¬ 


narios that would help NOTL 
residents,” says Bau-Coote. 

At their last meeting, they 
had an expert in hospice 
care talk to them about how 
it is funded, she said, and 
while they've had good co¬ 
operation in accessing infor¬ 
mation, “it’s taking some 
time.” 

The committee is also 
looking at numbers of NOTL 
residents served by the phys¬ 
iotherapy, X-ray, laboratory 
and ultrasound depart¬ 
ments, said Bau-Coote. The 
information they have 
received confirms that those 


services are well-used local¬ 
ly- 

“In order to make a busi¬ 
ness case, we can’t just say 
what we want, we have to 
prove that we need it. We’re 
just starting to scratch the 
surface, piece by piece, but 
right now the numbers we 
see indicate it's justifiable to 
keep those services.” 

Although committee 
members had hoped to be 
further along in the process, 
with a business plan ready 
by now, the gathering of 
information took longer than 
expected and they’re not 


there yet, she said. 

The next stumbling block 
will be the expertise required 
to draw up a business plan— 
there is no one on the com¬ 
mittee with that kind of 
experience. 

They are hoping some¬ 
one in the community will 
come forward and offer to 
help—someone with a back¬ 
ground in health care, so that 
they understand govern¬ 
ment funding models, which 
are quite different from pri¬ 
vate-sector companies.

Solution in works 
for patient drop-offs 

Gates will be installed at the Niagara- 
on-the-Lake Hospital parking lot, and 
residents, especially those who regularly 
visit doctors in the lower level offices, 
aren’t happy. 

But the Niagara Health System is 
working on a solution to the issue that is 
particularly troublesome to NOTL resi- 

Other hospitals in the region have 
drop-offs and pick-ups for patients, 
where drivers can get close to an acces¬ 
sible door without entering the parking 
lot But the configuration of the NOTL 
site makes that impossible, with the 
main door set far back from the road and 
up several steps and. 

The side door used most often, 
whether by those visiting their doctors, 
going for blood work or X-rays, is the 
accessible entrance, but will be within 
the new metered gates. 

Several residents, reading in the 
Advance that hospital parking would be 
subject to gated metering, spoke to Maria 
Bau-Coote, a town councillor and also 
executive director for the NOTL Family 
Health Team. All were concerned about 
lack of accessibility for drop-offs, she 

“I’m sure there's a plan in place to 
accommodate them, but I haven't heard 
what it is,” she said. 

There is a plan, according to Brady 
Wood, the chief communications officer 
for the NHS, who said he was “deeply 
empathetic” with the problems the gates 
might cause. The gate timing can be pro¬ 
grammed with a grace period, so that 
those entering could be given 10 min¬ 
utes or so to drop off or pick up a pas¬ 
senger and exit without having to pay for 
parking. "We’re just trying to work out 
the time frame,” he said. 

The parking gates and increased 
parking fees are being instituted by the 
Niagara Health System as part of its plan 
to slash its $13 million deficit without 
cuttingbeds, nurses or programs. Parking 
at all NHS sites has increased, with visi¬ 
tors to pay $2 for a half hour, $4 for one 
hour, and up to a maximum of $8 for 12

April is cancer aware¬ 
ness month in Niagara- 
on-the-Lake and all of 
Canada, and when I think 
about what it means, I 
know only too well that 
we do not need to set 
aside one month of the 
year for cancer aware- 

For those of us who 
have been touched by 
cancer in anyway, 
whether we have battled 
its ravages personally or 
whether we have lost a 
love one, we know that 
we do not need an 
‘awareness’ of any kind - 


whether it is a month, a 
poster, a flag, a garden or 
any other tangible evi¬ 
dence to remind us. We 
do not forget. 

Sadly, we never forget 
that cancer has taken a 
portion of our life and in 
some and far too many 
cases - it has taken life 
itself. 

These lives were stolen 
out of season and will 
never have the opportu¬ 
nity to bloom, to become 
all that they were meant 
to be, or to enjoy all that 
they were meant to expe¬ 
rience.

Treatment that destroys malignant prostate gland expensive but effective 


No one, to this point, has 
found the answer to treating 
prostate cancer. 

Now, a treatment called 
high-intensity focused ultra¬ 
sound (HIFU) is available. So 
could this procedure be the 
ultimate way to cure prostate 
malignancy? 

In North America, every 
three minutes, a man is diag¬ 
nosed with prostate cancer 
and every 15 minutes a man 
dies from it. The major prob¬ 
lem has always been which 
men should be treated, and 
when should doctors follow 
a wait-and-see policy? 

The result of waiting is 
normally the spreading of 
the malignancy and eventu¬ 
ally death. 

But prostate malignancy, 
unlike other cancers, doesn’t

always follow this rule. 

Some prostate cancers 
grow slowly and remaining 
localized for years. In fact, a 
70-year-old male with pros¬ 
tate cancer may live for 15 
years before the cancer 
becomes lethal, and may 
have died of something else. 


So why should he be sub¬ 
jected to the complications 
often associated with treat¬ 
ment? 

The huge dilemma is that 
some prostate cancers grow 
rapidly and are out to kill. 
Tests to distinguish between 
the two are not 100 percent 
accurate. 

Today, men who have 
prostate cancer face a num¬ 
ber of confusing options. 
Radical prostatectomy, in 
which the prostate gland is 
surgically removed, has been 
considered the gold standard 
of treatment But it’s major 
surgery with the risk of uri¬ 
nary incontinence and impo- 

Incontinence is encoun¬ 
tered less frequently now as 
surgeons try to spare the 


nerves controlling urination 
during the operation. But 
many readers have told me 
they would never have con¬ 
sented to the surgery if they 
had been fully informed that 
they might end their final 
years in diapers. 

Other therapies include 
external radiation therapy, 
insertion of radioactive seeds 
into the prostate gland, hor¬ 
mone treatment, chemo¬ 
therapy and freezing the 
prostate gland. But none are 
without complications. 

So what is HIFU and how 
good is it? HIFU uses energy 
to destroy tissue, using com¬ 
plex computer-assisted 
equipment. Patients are 
given a spinal or general 
anesthesia. A rectal probe is 
inserted which allows the 


doctor to outline the prostate 
gland and deliver intense 
thermal heat, up to 85 
degrees Celsius, to destroy 
the gland and its malignan¬ 
cy. 

Patients are often sent 
home the same day. A cath¬ 
eter to drain the mine is 
needed for a few days. During 
that time destroyed prostate 
tissue is discharged through 
the catheter while healing 
takes place. 

Patients who have an 
extremely enlarged prostate 
that has been causing 
obstruction of urinary flow 
may require an operation to 
remove the blockage. But 
this surgery, if needed, can 
be done at the same time as 
the HIFU procedure. 

HIFU is not for every 


patient. The malignancy 
must be confined to the 
prostate gland and the sever¬ 
ity of the cancer should be 

Critics say not enough 
time has elapsed to know 
the recurrence rate of cancer. 
There’s also insufficient data 
to know how many men will 
suffer from urinary inconti¬ 
nence and impotence. 

HIFU is available in some 
Canadian cities, but is not 
covered by provincial medi¬ 
cal insurance plans. The FDA 
(Food and Drug 
Administration) in the U.S. 
won't approve it until more 
long-term data is available. 
But for those who can afford 
it, paying $20,000 and going 
home the same day is an 
appealing prospect.

tors, says Raper. 

The attitude that "they're 
good enough to work here, 
but not good enough to 
stay" has to change, he says, 
both in the U.S. and 
Canada. 

"Give them status and 
you won't regret it, just like 
Canada has in the past." 

Our country has moved 
backwards by bringing in 
temporary workers and not 
offering them a path to citi¬ 
zenship and the rights that 
accompany it, he says. 

He suggests offering 
foreign workers citizen¬ 
ship, so that they can 
return to their homes in 
the off-season, and make 
arrangements with 
employers themselves to 
return when there is work, 
with all the rights that any 
other Canadian worker 
would be entided to. 

If an employee is not 
treated well at one farm, 
for example, "he could go 
down the road and find a 
job with another farmer, 
just as a Canadian employ¬ 
ee would. Instead, if he 
complains, he stands a 
chance of being sent 
home, unable to return to 

The union has offices 
across Canada similar to 
the one in Virgil to deal 
with a number of issues 
encountered by migrant 
workers—anything from 
fair wages and health and 
safety issues to the diffi¬ 
culties from being sepa¬ 
rated from family mem¬ 
bers for long stretches of 
time.

Stan Raper, co-ordinator 
with UFCW Canada and 
the Agricultural Workers 
Alliance, was invited to 
speak to University of 
Arizona journalism gradu¬

"guest workers," who arrive 
in their county under pro¬ 
grams similar to the 
Canadian program that 
began bringing agricultural 
workers to Niagara more 
than 40 years ago. 

The researchers are 
looking at the Canadian 
model to see how they can 
improve the U.S, treatment 
of guest workers, says 
Raper, and have been con- 


His words of advice for 
the researchers: first, the 
U.S. must address their 
7-million undocumented 
worker issue in conjunc¬ 
tion with their legal foreign 
worker programs, which 
competes with the under¬ 
ground economy created 
by illegal workers—specifi- 


ty that allows those work¬ 
ing illegally to stay in the 
U.S. and become docu¬ 
mented workers, with 
improved standards for all 


foreign workers. 

In Canada, he decries 
the lack of rights of the 
growing number of migrant 
workers, who are here at 
the mercy of their employ¬ 
ers and who can be sent 
home for complaining 
about conditions. While in 
Niagara the focus has for 
decades been on agricul¬ 
tural workers, there are also 
programs across the coun¬ 
try that bring in foreign 
temporary workers for 
many other sec¬

"We tell the workers, 'if 
you do this, this is what 
could happen, if you do 
that, that could happen. We 
don't make decisions for 
them. We give them the 
information they need to 
make their own decisions 
and work with them to 
resolve their difficulties." 

Some farm workers are 
intimidated by their 
employers, who will tell 
them not to seek help for 
their problems, says Raper, 
but there are also good 
employers who provide 
decent housing and help 
their workers in other ways 

But overall, the pro¬ 
grams are designed by 
employers for employers, 
he said. Workers are not 


involved in policy deci¬ 
sions, and the liaison orga¬ 
nizations are not doing a 
great job of advocating for 

"I'm of the opinion that 
we can do better. We need 
to define some national 
standards. The feds have 
the power to do that." 

While Raper says in his 
experience little progress 
has been made to improve 
working conditions for 
migrant workers, recent 
attention from the federal 
might be the first step to 
changing that.

Ugly Sweater Day at Crossroads 
teaches it's what inside that counts 


Spirited event 
an opportuni¬ 
ty to pass on 
anti-bullying 
message 


When Maria Bau- 
Coote picked out her 
ugliest sweater and found 
a wig to match for her 
visit to Crossroads Public 
School Friday, she did 
not expect the reception 
that awaited her. 

The executive direc¬ 
tor of the Niagara-on- 
the-Lake Family Health 
Team had planned an 
ugly sweater day at the 
Virgil medical clinic, an 
event that was the result 
of a light-hearted con¬ 
versation among clinic 
staff about ugly sweaters 
received as Christmas 
presents in past years. 

But as they planned 
the event, they decided 
they wanted it to have a 
purpose, and extended 
an invitation to 
Crossroads Public School 

The event, she decid¬ 
ed, could be used by 
school staff to teach an 
anti-bulling message: it's 
what's inside that counts. 

It was all very last- 
minute, and she was not 


expecting the over¬ 
whelming participation 
the idea received. 

While the medical 
clinic staff had dressed in 
ugly sweaters, "a lot of 
teachers and students 
were also wearing mis¬ 
matched clothing, even 
shoes," she said. 

" The staff and the kids 
got right into it, and some 
of them were hilarious." 

Each class had a proj¬ 
ect to do with an anti¬ 
bullying message, and 
Bau-Coote was impressed 
by what she saw. 

"I'm really proud, of 
our staff and of everyone 
at Crossroads, for taking 
this message to heart." 

Next year, says Bau- 
Coote, she hopes to 
repeat the event, but with 
a little more time to plan 
it, will include all NOTL 
elementary schools. 

Crossroads principal 
Marian Reimer-Friesen 
was also delighted with 
the participation of staff 
and students. 

"The teachers look 
really hysterical, and the 
kids are having a blast," 
she said Friday. 

"This is something the 
students can understand. 
It's a fun thing for them 
to do but it speaks to 
them at their level, much 
more so than a poster we

Grade 1 teacher 
Tracey Kent wrapped 
two packages to further 
pass on the message— 
one was badly wrapped 
in plain white paper, the 
other was nicely gift- 
wrapped in bright 
colours. 

But as her students 
unwrapped them, after 
guessing that they would 
prefer the attractively- 
wrapped present, they 
discovered it contained 
rocks, while the other, 
less attractive box held 
packages of Smarties. 

The students not only 
learned not to judge 
what's inside by outside 
appearances, the analogy 
went further: the 
Smarties were all differ¬ 
ent colours on the out¬ 
side, but they all had the 
same great chocolate fla¬ 
vour on the inside,. 

Grade 1 student Elly 
Sawatzky says she 
learned that "whether 
people are in yucky 
clothes or fancy clothes, 
it doesn't change what's 
on the inside. " 

"It doesn't matter 
what's on the outside," 
agreed Grade one stu¬ 
dent Mackenzie 
Overweg. 

"We all have caring 
hearts on the inside."

Socialism has a bad 
name in the modern 
world, says a local his- 

"And undeservedly 
so, in my opinion," says 
Bob Augustine, a York 
University history pro¬ 
fessor who has retired 
to Niagara-on-the- 
Lake. 

He will open the 
next session of Famous 
and Infamous, a series 
of discussions that pro¬ 
vides an opportunity to 
learn about the life and 
times of famous and 
infamous people, with 
a presentation about 
Angelica Balabanova, a 
communist and social 
democrat. 

"She was born into a 
wealthy Russian fami¬ 
ly, but lived poor and 
died poor, by choice," 
says Augustine. 

"She thought being 
rich was indecent. She 
died with a teacup and 
a few books, in a rented 

She was intelligent, 
spoke several languag¬ 
es fluendy, and often 
worked as a translator 
at international confer¬ 
ences, says Augustine. 

"She was a remark¬ 
able person, very gift¬ 
ed. She knew Lenin 
and Trotsky intimately. 
She knew a lot of peo¬ 
ple—she was an icon 
in the Italian socialist 
party." 

She was also, for a 
time, the lover of Benito 
Mussolini, before he 
moved on both roman¬ 
tically and politically 
and became a fascist, 


says Augustine, who 
chose Balabanova 
partly, he says, because 
he thinks the group 
needs to discuss more 

It also provides the 
opporunity to "have a 
fresh look at socialism 
through her life. If she 
hadn't been an atheist, 
she would have been a 
saint. She was a loving 
person, much admired. 
Her life was one of ser¬ 
vice, loving, giving, liv¬ 
ing the life of a secular 

Some of the people 
who are discussed 
occupy obscure places 
in history and the ses¬ 
sion is an opportunity 
to learn about them; 
others are well-known, 
and people who attend 
may learn a great deal 
more about them. 

To Augustine, the 
more obscure the per¬ 
son is, the more inter¬ 
esting the discussion, 
which is generated by a 
20-minute presenta¬ 
tion. 

David Murray and 
Elizabeth Surtees, 
organizers of the 
monthly sessions at the 
library, transplanted it 
from a similar success¬ 
ful discussion series 
that is held in New 
Zealand. 

“It’s a chance for 
(presenters) to research 
an interesting person," 
said Murray 

"Most people really 
enjoy biographies, but 
unlike TV, people can 
ask questions and dis- 

The program began 
in NOTL about a year 
and a half ago, and may 
be the only group like 
this in Canada. 

Typically about 20 
people come out for 
the informal discus¬ 
sions, but Murray said 
they're always looking 
for new people to par¬ 
ticipate.

Potato People coming home 
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Mori Gardens at Canada Blooms

Tonie Mori is excited, 
and a litde anxious, to be 
presenting a feature garden 
at Canada Blooms, Canada's 
largest flower and garden 

Mori Gardens participat¬ 
ed in the show in its early 
years, but as a vendor. This 
is a much more intense 
experience, and one that is 
especially welcome since 
the local garden centre was 
invited to be one of about 20 
feature gardens, designed 
by the best landscape archi¬ 
tects and designers in the 
province. 

The 17th annual show 
begins Friday and runs until 
March 24, at the Direct 


Energy Centre in Toronto, 
with a theme of The Magic 
of Spring. 

It’s a time for gardening 
enthusiasts to be energized, 
to be inspired by what is 
new in plants and accesso¬ 
ries, and to start planning 
for the warm weather. 

But the timing presents a 
challenge for the garden 
centres who participate, 
says Mori. 

Her two designers, 
Joanne Young and Pippa de 
Leonardis, have been work¬ 
ing on a concept since the 
fall, when the garden centre 
was invited to participate. 
They have incorporated 
almost 1,000 plants, from 
small carpet sedum to 
12-foot maples, into their 
design. But many of the
